Counseling,  which  is  one  phase  of  our  guidance  program,  is  the  function  of 
all  staff  members,  although  specific  duties  may  be  delegated  to  certain  individ- 
uals . 

The  primary  purpose  of  our  counseling  program  is  to  increase  the  efficiency 
of  the  instructional  program  by  working  with  individuals.  Students  who  are  upset, 
ill,  lacking  in  motivation,  anxious,  fearful,  or  unwisely  placed,  cannot  make 
the  best  use  of  their  learning  opportunities.  It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  teacher 
and  the  counselor  to  assist  students  with  such  problems  and  to  derive  methods, 
when  possible,  of  preventing  their  occurrence. 

Guidance  is  a continuous  process  which  starts  in  infancy  and  continues  through- 
out life.  As  it  related  to  education,  it  is  a point  of  view,  a process,  a service, 
a way  of  working  with  people  and  an  approach  to  the  solution  of  problems.  Based 
on  our  philosophy,  we  believe  that  guidance  is  an  integral  part  of  our  school 
program o To  achieve  a workable,  constructive  program,  close  cooperation 
among  the  staff  members,  the  home,  the  church,  the  school  and  other  commu- 
nity agencies  is  essential.

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Diary  Uncovered  In  Ruins  of  Oid  School 

Petersburg,  January  28,  1969  excavators  on  a building  site  in  Petersburg  have 
turned  up  a metal  case  with  the  remains  of  a diary  wbdch  belonged  to,  the  now  de- 
ceased, KilmoreE.  Snowy. 

The  discovery  was  made  on  December  21,  by  contractor  JOHN  WILLIAMS  tearing 
down  the  old  Peabody  High  School  on  Wesley  Street,  during  the  city's  urban  renewal 
week,  initiated  by  Mayor  JACQUELINE  VENABLE.

They  were 
WILLIAM  DARKINS,  JOYCE  EDMONDS,  and  SHEILA  MARTIN,  now  business 
partners.  SHEILA  is  a physicist;  DARKINS  and  JOYCE,  chemists.  "Progress  is  not 
our  most  important  product."  Well,  that's  their  motto. 

SHEILA  entertained  us  for  quite  a while.  It  was  brought  out  that  the  plane  was 
being  driven  by  BILLY  SIMPSON  and  co-pilot,  WILLIE  NOISE. 

We  are  preparing  to  land  now.  Upon  arrival  at  Anderson -Roy  Airport,  named  for 
the  world-renowned  engineers,  WILLIAM  ANDERSON  and  ALFRED  ROY,  there  seems 
to  be  a great  deal  of  commotion.  The  private  plane  of  the  famous  New  York  model, 
ANNIE  BELL  SELLERS  has  also  landed.  Her  party  includes  an  army  escort,  THOMAS 
GETER;  two  stewardesses,  VERA  JOHNSON  and  PRISCILLA  LEWIS;  her  doctor, 
CLARENCE  DILLARD;  a cosmetologist,  ANN  JOHNSON;  lawyer,  LEON  GRAVES;  and 
a public  relations  agent,  RONALD  CRENSHAW.  Incidentally,  Miss  SELLERS'  clothes 
are  exclusively  by  the  WAHH  dressmakers,  SHIRLEY  WIGGINS,  GLORIA  ARCHER, 
JEANETTE  HAWKE S,  and  RUTH  HAWKE S. 

June  23  - - I have  a dreadful  headache.  I stopped  by  the  local  drugstore,  Kampus 
Konner,  belonging  to  GEORGE  GHAMBLISS  and  JAMES  LANIER.  GEORGE  suggested 
that  my  recurring  headaches  might  be  attributed  to  other  causes.  He  showed  me  this 
card.

Marriage  Counselor  for  the  "Dear  Nabby”  articles;  CHARLES  CHAMBLISS,  nuclear 
physicist  and  discoverer  of  a nuclear  accelerator;  HAYWOOD  GILLIAM  and  SHIRLEY 
CREIGHTON,  surgeons;  interior  designers  DAPHNE  NEAL  and  GWENDOLYN 
MURCHISON;  GLORIA  GOODE,  leading  soprano  of  the  Cosmopolitan  Opera  Company, 
(She  sang  the  "Third  Floor  Suit,"  "Concerto  in  A Flat,"  and  "Air  for  the  Saxaphone 
and  Tuba”);  and  DONALD  PARHAM,  owner  of  the  Silver  Plunger  Plumbing  Corporation. 

July  10  Today  we  flew  to  Paris,  France. 

July  11  We  visited  the  Sorbonne  here.  The  staff  of  this  world's  famous  institution 
was  most  impressive  and  distinguished.  WILLIAM  RELAFORD  and  GEORGE  ELDER 
headed  the  20  mill  ion -dollar  School  of  Engineering.  RAYMOND  BUFORD  was  contrib- 
uting magnificently  to  the  Department  of  Electronic  Engineering.
